Some Education 


When legislators start med- 
dling in the education business, 
interesting things can be ex- 
pected to happen. The results 
may not always be what the 
legislators intended, however. 

Thus: 

1. The edict of the last state 
legislature that teachers’ salar- 
ies must account for at least 
60 per cent of the total current 
expense accounts in a school 
district might well result in a 
deterioration of education lo- 
cally; 

2. Redistricting of the coun- 
ty’s several elementary and 
high school instruction agen- 
cies may or may not help the 
total education program; 

Let’s discuss these prob- 
lems in order: 

In the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School District, for one, 
trustees have been working 
hard for years, exploring ways 
to make teachers more effec- 
tive. 

One of the schemes they’ve 
alighted on is to hire non-certi- 
ficated persons to do some of 
the things required to be done 
but not necessarily by certifi- 
cated individuals—playground 
supervision during the noon 
hour, composition reading, and 
some clerical work, for in- 
stance. 

It’s expected, of course, that 
the teachers will use the time 
made available by these substi- 
tutions to advantage, thus giv- 
ing better instruction to the 
young. 

Since the legislature was 
pretty careful to indicate that 
the 60 per cent of current ex- 
pense should go for “certificat-

ed salaries of instruction,” the 
noncertificated hirelings help 
create an imbalance. 

As usual in such cases, the 
state legislature proposes to 
use its financial levers to get 
everybody in the state to com- 
ply. They say they'll “im- 
pound” the difference be- 
tween what the district is 
paying its teachers and the 
amount necessary to bring 
this figure up to 60 per cent 
of the current budget. 

This the state can do handily 
because a good percentage of 
the school district’s money 
comes in the form of state sub- 
ventions. 

When the state legislators 
started studying the problem— 
whether or not it was any of 
their business — they were un- 
coubtedly struck by the fact 
that some school districts were 
so heavily involved in building 
programs financed out of cur- 
rent funds that the teachers 
weren't getting what appeared 
to be a fair share of the reve- 
nues. 

Their law was designed to 
eliminate this, and perhaps to 
help correct practices in dis- 
tricts that had become top-hea- 
vy with administrators. 

But the law won’t correct 
either of these things. For in- 
stance, if the local school 
beard wanted to get into line 
with the state law, it could 
do so easily by discharging 
the clerical aides and load- 
ing the work back onto the 
teachers. 

Or the board could indulge 
in another bit of chicanery: It

could fire the clerical aides and 
make life so unpleasant for the 
senior teachers in the district 
—those in the highest pay brac- 
kets — that they’d quit, then 
use the funds thus made avail- 
able to hire a whole host of be- 
ginning teachers at the lowest 
possible salaries and scatter 
them, willy-nilly, inside class 
rooms and outside, doing cler- 
ical work, watching playground 
games, and the works. 

To maintain the district “in 
line with the state law” with- 
out raising taxes, it might be 
necessary to fire all probation- 
ary teachers every couple of 
years, so nobody would get any 
tenure or very high on the pay 
scale. 

This, of course, does nothing 
for the instructional program 
or the state’s shortage of teach- 
ers, but it complies with the let- 
ter of the regulations. 

Concerning red istircting, 
this is another place where 
the state’s lawmakers had 
good intentions, but might 
not get such good results. 

Origianily, the legisiature 
called for the formation of 
committees in each county to 
study redistricting on the basis 


that some of the smaller 
school districts — those with 
506 pupils or less — couldn't 


give a full instructional pro- 
gram. 

It was felt that if some of 
these smaller districts would 
combine forces larger districts 
with an adequate tax base and 
enough pupils to warrant at 
least one classroom instructor 
at each grade level would re-

Although school officials 
claim the regulations handed 
out by the county board of edu- 
cation are “nothing new,” quite 
a mess has been stirred up in 
San Mateo county. In fact, the 
“edict” to ban or temper the 
singing of Christmas carols 
made banner headlines in all 
parts of the state and many sec- 
tions of the nation. 

Can’t mix public education 
and religion, you know, or 
the school district will lose 
its funds from the state and 
federal governments. 

While the county board of 
education “reluctantly” took 
the ‘“‘no carols” course at its re- 
cent meeting, it voted to ap- 
prove a course of study (sev- 
enth grade )that includes the 
Eastern hemisphere. “Within 
this framework, students of the 
seventh grade study about 
Communism as they study the 
geography and history of the 
Soviet Union.” The county 
schools office is now preparing 
“a resource guide to assist 
teachers in teaching children 
about the subject of commu- 
nism.” 

Maybe there will be a com- 
munist carol that might fit into 
the school pageant here in cele- 
bration of the birth of Christ. 

Trustees of the Laguna Sala- 
da Elementary School District 
in Pacifica touched off the 
“BIG STORY” that was 
screamed far and wide. It was 
held that all Nativity scenes 
and the singing of Christmas 
carols had to be banned. 

County Schools Superintend- 
ent James R. Tormey says it is-

sult, eliminating the two-and- 
three-grades-in-one-room  situa- 
tion that exists in some places. 

Well and good. But this does- 
n’t apply to this area. 

Another thing the lawmak- 
ers wanted to do with this law 
was to establish some sort of 
unity between high schools and 
the elementary schools which 
feed into them. A more contin- 
uous program would result, an 
advantage to the children, it 

was felt. 

The San Mateo county com- 
mittee which has been dis- 
cussing how the local dis- 
tricts could be “unified” or 
realigned has found itself 
facing all sorts of problems, 
though. 


In the south county, it’s been 
noticed that most combinations 
of two or three elementary dis- 
tricts tend to weld one or two 
“richer districts’ with one 
which has less tax base per pu- 
pil — a situation obnoxious to 
the "richer’” areas. 

And it has also been noted 
that, no matter how you slice it, 
the existing high schools are 
not well placed if you segment 
the present Sequoia High 
School District into three or 
four smaller districts on the 
basis of present elementary 
school district boundaries. 

So the talk about redistrict- 
ing goes on, month after 
month, under a state-set dead- 
line requiring the county com- 
mittee to come up with a plan 
by September of 1963. 

After that, if no local plan is 
forthcoming, the state will pro- 
duce one of its own.

n’t that definite but schools do 
have to be careful how they 
handle these subjects or lose 
aid payments. 

Most of the school districts 
apparently are going ahead 
with Christmas program plans. 
While the county education 
board did not “outlaw” such 
goings on, we doubt that any 
objections will be raised, ex- 
cept for those “crack-pots” who 
criticize any thing and every- 
thing that is American. 

Could it be that it soon will 
be against the law for “Santa 
Claus” to visit the schools, or 
stores, or bring cheer to the 
sick and bedridden? Is our 
county board of education get- 
ting so sticky that it will want 
to ban all public gatherings be- 
cause the invocation may be 
said by a Catholic priest or a 


Methodist minister? Will it. 


soon become against the law to 
display the American flag in a 
schoolroom because a son ‘or 
daughter of a communist sym- 
pathizer in the classroom may 
think it is wrong? 

The singing of Christmas car- 
ols and hymns is as old and old- 
er than this country. It is an ex- 
pression of belief in things that 
are good and friendship for 
those we love. 

To ban this tradition is to 
deprive our younger genera- 
tion of learning about free- 
dom of religions, truths and 
our way of peaceful, happy 
living. The charges that com- 
munism is working overtime 
to infiltrate schools must 
have more background than 
even the most trusting would 
believe. 

We hope the people have the 
courage to stand up and sing at 
the top of their voices, in the 
churches, in the schools, on ev- 
ery street corner and in every 
home. To blazes with commu- 
nism and all it stands for. If the 
supporters of this type of liv- 
ing like it so well let them go 
behind the iron curtain with 
our blessings. 

We haven’t forgotten about 
the courthouse news, but it was 
time to get off the rapid transit 
subject. Supervisor James V. 
Fitzgerald made headlines in 
opposing the expanding of the 
court system. 

The County Bar Association 
and the county grand jury have 
recommended that more super- 
ior court and municipal court 
judges be approved. 

Fitzgerald suggests instead, 
that the courts go on “double 
sessions.” He points out that 
due to trial cancellations and 
other delays, courtrooms are 
used but half the time and 
more courtrooms are not 
needed. 

The determined new supervi- 
sor is right in his observations 
on courtroom use, probably. 
But “double sessions” are an- 
other matter. Court cases are 
set by schedule to permit at- 
torneys and witnesses to ap- 
pear at a certain time. 

If a settlement is made as 
court opens, it would be impos- 
sible to get the principals toge- 
ther to call another trial. Too, 
judges don’t do all of their 
work in the courtroom by any 
means. 

Trial work requires much 
study and reference. A judge 
may not be “presiding” seven 
or eight hours a day, but his 
schedule actually goes far into 
the evening on many occasions. 
Your economy move, Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, sounds logical, to be 
Sure, but as to practice, it just 
wouldn’t work.

Tn the Garden: 


Shrub Borders—Plan and Plant 


The trouble with too many 
border plantings is that too lit 
tle thought has preceded theii 
planting. Some gardeners seem | 
to consider the border merel: 
as space to be filled, which is 
what they proceed to do. 

In landscape design the 
border is one of the most im- 
portant features in your gar- 
den. It defines the garden 
area, frames it so to speak 
and if the frame is wrong, so 
is the rest of the picture. | 

Before planting a shrub bor | 
der, the inexperienced garden. | 
er should seek professional ad- | 
vice. First, however, he should 
make up a plot drawing of the 
landscape, showing the rela- 
tionship between house and lot, 
indicating fences, existing trees 
and, of course, existing shrub 
borders, if there are such 
things. 

Strictly speaking, the shrub 
border is not entirely that. It 
will consist not only of shrubs 
but will include certain choice 
perennials and even a few 
bulbs and annuals. 

Since it is a permanent in- 
vestment however, carefully se- 
tlected shrubs and a few good 
perennials will make up the 
-main part of the planting. An- 
nuals and bulbs can be spotted 
for their fleeting color contri- 
-butions where they won’t be 
too sorely missed at the end of 
their bloom. 

' Properly planted, the bor- 

der is almost a self perpetu- 
' ating thing,, requiring little 
pruning and no severe cut- 
ting back. With good plan- 
, Ming the result, of course, 
is shrubs which mature to 
your size and specifications. 

At maturity the shrub bor- 
‘der will have form, variety and 
‘seasonal spots of color. It will 
have a background of taller 
Shrubs and small trees which 
taper down gradually to an 
edging that hugs the ground. It 
‘will be most heavily planted in 
its widest areas, relatively free 
‘of shrubs in narrow spots. 

Evergreens will be the basic 
ingredient but deciduous
